PLANS FOR THE 1960 CENSUS ha ian ee ena ea 
OF POPULATION million persons in the United 
States will be enumerated, com- 
prising about 54 million households living inan equal number of dwelling 
units; in addition, six million or seven million vacant dwelling units will 
be visited. The statistical information about these people and their liv- 
ing quarters will be recorded by some 160,000 enumerators, under the 
supervision of several thousand crew leaders and other field agents of 
the Bureau of the Census. 


The cost of the 1960 Census, including the censuses of population, 
housing, and agriculture, will probably be close to $120 million, nearly 
$15 million less than that required if the 1950 Census program were to 
be repeated in 1960 (taking into account increased unit costs, population 
growth, increases in the number of dwelling units, anda decrease in the 
number of farms). Of the total cost, about four-fifths will be for the 
censuses of population and housing. The lower relative cost for 1960 
reflects the fact that the Bureau will take advantage of economies re- 
sulting from an extension of sampling procedures, from the greater use 
of electronic equipment, and from greater efficiency in clerical opera- 
tions. Itis contemplated that the budget will be adequate to provide for 
some types of improvement in coverage and in quality of the statistics 
as compared with those collected in 1950. 


April 1, 1960, is the target date for the ''big count.'' Between 
April 1 and June 15 the several steps inthe field work of collecting the 
census data are to be completed and the field offices closed. In the mean- 
time, schedules containing population and housing information will be 
steadily pouring intothe central processing office in Jeffersonville, In- 
diana. There the coding and microfilming of the field documents will 
take place. Inturn, the microfilm will be shippedtothe Bureau's Wash- 
ington office, where it will be processed through the FOSDIC machine 
to transfer the information to magnetic tape. (FOSDIC isan abbreviation 
meaning ''Film Optical Sensing Device for Input toComputer."') The tape 
will then be sent to oneof the three electronic tabulating centers, at the 
Census Bureau in Washington, D.C., the University of North Carolina in 
Chapel Hill, andthe Armour Research Foundation of the Illinois Institute 
of Technology in Chicago. The tabulated results will then be recorded 
by high-speed electronic printers in form for reproduction in the 1960 
Census volumes. Itis estimated that the electronic processing will per- 
mit the publication of the final census reports many months sooner than 
in the previous census. 


Pretest Program 


The pretesting of concepts and operating procedures has occupied 
much of the time of an expanded professional staff at the Bureau of the 
Census for the last three years. Well over a dozen pretests were con- 
ducted, ranging from informal tests applied to a few households near 
the Washington office to supplemental work in connection with special 
censuses for cities as large as Memphis and New York. The selection 
of places for the pretests was somewhat fortuitous, as the choice often 
was limited to places of appropriate size that were requestinga special 
census. In some instances, the tests were made entirely at the expense 
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of the Census Bureau, but with the full cooperation of responsible au- 
thorities in the area enumerated. 


In the spring of 1957, simultaneous pretests were made in con- 
nection with special censuses in several communities inthe State of New 
York, experimenting with ways to improve coverage (having crew leaders 
prelist dwelling unitsto bevisited by enumerators, circularizing fami- 
lies of school children for names of persons possibly missed in the cen- 
sus, checking names on voting lists against names in the census, and so 
on). At the same time in Yonkers, the feasibility of having household 
respondents mark FOSDIC schedules was being tested and the first ex- 
perimentation was conducted ona two-stage enumeration process, a 
prototype of the field procedure later adopted for most areas in 1960. 


In October and November of 1957, other pretests were under way. 
In the 35,000 households covered by the Current Population Survey, ques- 
tions were asked on adult education, to ascertain the advisability of in- 
cluding this subject in the 1960 Census. In Philadelphia a sample of 
households was visited to test simplified questions to measure employ- 
ment status, to determine the effect of recording industry before occu- 
pation, to gain experience in collecting dataonname of employer to im- 
prove the codingof occupation and industry, to determine the feasibility 
of getting useful information on occupation for those who had not been 
in the labor force for specified periods of time, to experiment with al- 
ternative methods of obtaining information on place of work, and to de- 
termine the relative ease of obtaining data on date of marriage by dif- 
ferent question wordings. 


Also in October and November of 1957, pretesting of several 
coverage checks was undertaken in connection with a special census of 
Indianapolis, Indiana. A list of heads of households enumerated in the 
special census was compared witha list of householders at the post of- 
fice and with a list of dwelling units prepared by crew leaders in ad- 
vance. Other checks of population coverage were made, including one 
which involved lists of households containing persons known to social 
agencies. At Hartford City, Indiana, the first use was made of an "In- 
formation Sheet" (later called an Advance Census Report), a question- 
naire mailed to the household prior to the enumerator's visit. The ex- 
perience with this-and a revised form tested in Lynchburg, Virginia, 
in February 1958 was generally favorable. Using self-enumeration in 
this way tends to improve the quality and completeness of answers to 
questions in the census, by providing the household an opportunity to 
search records or to ask the most appropriate member for information 
on difficult questions, such as occupation, income, and value of the home. 


A major stepinthe pretesting of self-enumeration, in combina- 
tion with the mailing of schedulesto a local office and with a field fol- 
low-up, was taken in Memphis, Tennessee, in February 1958. Special 
attention was giventothe evaluation of the completeness of coverage of 
the population within households and to the reporting on employment 
status. The test was analyzed also from the viewpoint of the relative 
cost of self-enumeration and direct enumeration. The experience in 
Memphis encouraged Bureau officials to investigate further the feasi- 
bility of self-enumeration in a large-scale census. 


Other pretests in 1958 included one in Dallas, Texas, in which 
alternative wordings of the questions on income from sources other than 
wages were tested. In the same pretest, the relative merits of asking 
about migration on a one-year basis as compared to a five-year basis 

















were studied. Also, the ability of respondents to report correctly on 
whether a previous residence was inside or outside city limits was 
checked. 


In October 1958, a pretest in Martinsburg, West Virginia, fo- 
cussed onthe ability of the FOSDIC machine to read the schedule items 
and on a procedure for predesignating the households to be in the sam- 
ple. The Current Population Survey was again the medium fora pretest 
in November 1958, tomeasure the effect of the proposed change in house- 
hold and dwelling-unit definitions. 


In February 1959 in Catawba and Rutherford counties, North Car- 
olina,atwo-stage procedure for enumeration was used in rural as well 
as urban areas. The evaluation of the pretest revealed places where 
adjustments were needed in the training of enumerators and in the in- 
structions for transcribing data from self-enumeration forms to FOSDIC 
schedules. The pretest schedules were transcribed to 1960 Census 
schedules and processed through editing, microfilming, and the later 
stages, including tabulation. Following this pretest, only minor changes 
of wording and schedule design were made before the enumeration forms 
were sent to the printer. 


The pretest program for the 1960 Census had been completed at 
the time of this writing (August 1959). Although many decisions re- 
garding the issuance of the final results of the decennial census still lay 
ahead, the content of the census schedules and the procedures for enu- 
meration had assumed essentially final form, and the broad outlines 
of the tabulation and publication programs were being formulated. In 
the following sections some of the considerations which entered into the 
final decisions concerning each of these subjects will be presented. 


The Content of the Census Schedules 


Though the list of questions in the 1960 Census may seem long, 
it would be much longer if it contained all the items that received seri- 
ous consideration, and longer still if it contained all those seriously 
proposed by persons and groups with special interests. Among the fac- 
tors considered in makinga final choice of items for the census was the 
extent to which they are in the public interest and the extent to whichan 
acceptable quality of response is anticipated. All questions were in 
competition for the limited space on the schedule and for the funds avail- 
able for the census. 


The population questions selected are shown in Exhibit A, with 
brief notes on the major differences between the items in the 1950 and 
1960 censuses. In discussing the questions selected, mention willalso 
be made of related questions that were rejected. 


Only a small number of "'basic'' questions in 1960 will be asked 
of the entire population. The remainder will be asked of a 25 per cent 
sample of households (and ofa 25 per cent sample of persons not living 
in households). In 1950, more questions, notably those on state or coun- 
try of birth, employment status, occupation, and industry, were asked 
of all persons; the remaining questions were asked onthe basis of either 
a 20 per cent sample or a 3-1/3 per cent subsample of persons. The 
household sample in 1960is slightly less efficient for tabulating data for 
individuals, because of the clustering of persons in the sample; mainly 
for this reason, the sample size was raised to 25 per cent for 1960. A 
household sample, by providing information on the sample items for all 
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members of a household, has the distinct advantage that these items can 
be cross-classified for the various family members, such as the head 
and wife. The household sample is a better design also for collecting 
data on income for members of the family; in 1950, it was necessary to 
obtain family income byasking separately for the income of the head and 
for other family membersasa group. And therearecertain other ques- 
tions, the replies to which are improved by use of a sample of house- 


holds.

The extension of sampling in the 1960 Census made it possible 
to include a few questions which would otherwise have been omitted; it 
also promises a speedup of enumeration and processing and, in turn, the 
tabulation of additional results as compared with those published from 
the 1950 Census. The uniform size of sample for all population items 
in 1960 will widen the range of cross-classifications of items for the full 
sample and will eliminate gaps due tothe impression, which some enu- 
merators may have received in the 1950 Census, that items in a sub- 
sample areunimportant and hence may be left blank if answers are not 
readily available. 


In 1950, the published sample figures were obtained by inflating 
the sample observations by the reciprocal of the sampling ratio. For 
example, the 20 per cent (1/5) sample observations were multiplied by 
five. In the 1960 Census, the plan is to adjust the sample data in broad 
groups by age, sex, and possibly other characteristics, in accordance 
withthe total counts obtained from the basic tabulations. These adjust- 
ments are to be made for all areas, down to the smallest. This proce- 
dure tends to reduce sampling variability. 


Basic (complete-count) items in 1960. The item on household 
relationship is based on a new definition of dwelling unit. As in 1950, 
the number of households will be equaltothe number of occupied dwell- 
ing units, a household being defined as the population occupying one 
dwelling unit. The change in definition amounts to a further clarifica- 
tion of the criteria established in 1950 for a dwelling unit. In 1960a 
dwelling unit will be defined as separate living quarters containing cook- 
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ing equipment for exclusive use, or having direct access from the outside 
or from a common hall. In 1950adweiling unit was defined as separate 
living quarters with cooking equipment for exclusive use, or with two 
rooms and a separate entrance. The change in definition was made in 
recognition of the fact that the dwelling-unit count did not cover certain 
types of living quarters in the 1950 Housing Census, especially inareas 
containing rooming houses, where statistics on housing are critically 
needed in evaluating urban renewal proposals. The results of a pretest 
conducted in the Current Population Survey of November 1958 suggest 
that perhapsa million occupied dwelling units will be added as a conse- 
quence of the new criteria for a dwelling unit. Most of these additional 
units will have one ortwo rooms occupied by one or two persons. Addi- 
tional information on the effects of the change in definition is to be pro- 
vided by one phase of the 1960 Census of Housing on components of change 
in dwelling units since 1950, tobe basedona large sample survey by the 
Bureau of the Census late in 1959 and in 1960. This study will comprise 
the second stage of SCARF (Survey of Components of Change and Resi- 
dential Finance). 


Age will relate to age at last birthday, as in previous censuses, 
but will be determined in the 1960 Census on the basis of date of birth, 
with replies recorded in terms of the quarter of the year and the year 
of birth. In 1950 the question asked directly forage atlast birthday. The 
shift to date of birth was made to increase the precision of reporting on 
age. 


The classification of the population by race will contain the same 
categories as in 1950, with one exception. The attempt made in 1950 to 
identify persons who are of mixed Indian, Negro, and white race was not 
successful; hence, this distinction is not being made in 1960. 


Though residence is not an item to be asked on the schedule, the 
data in the basic tabulations will be available for "urban" and "rural" 
areas — a two-way classification. The definition of urban population will 
be the same as it was in 1950 except that towns in New England and town- 
ships in Pennsylvania and New Jersey will be recognizedas urban places 
if they meet certain requirements with respect to density, etc. Active 
consideration was given to the extension of urbanized areas to include 
cities of 25,000 to 50,000 and their densely settled fringes, as well as 
those with a central city of 50,000 and overasin 1950; but this proposal 
was dropped because of the cost factor. Moreover, active study was de- 
voted to the possibility of subdividing the rural population by size of 
place below the level of villages of 1,000 inhabitants as in 1950, but the 
geographic work involved in establishing boundaries could not be done 
with acceptable precision with the funds available. The procedure of 
setting up ''census county divisions," started in the State of Washington 
in 1950to provide more stable boundaries than "minor civil divisions," 
was extended to 17 states for 1960. 


25 per cent sample items in 1960. Two questions on farm res- 
idence will be asked of personsinthe 25 per cent sample in rural areas. 
One question will determine whether their house is locatedona place of 
10 acres or more and, if itis, the second question will determine whether 
the sale of farm products amounted to $50 or more in 1959; if the an- 
swer to the second question is also in the affirmative, the place will be 
classified as afarm. Also, if the house is on a place of less than 10 
acres but the sale of farm products amounted to $250 or more, it will 
be classified as on a farm. The questions will not be asked in urban 
areas. The specific criteriaofafarm were introduced to make the sta- 
tisticsonthe farm populationandfarm dwelling units more nearly com- 




















parable with those onthe number of farms as obtained from the Census 
of Agriculture. Use of these criteria will result in a more restrictive 
definition of the farm population in 1960. 


The sample data will provide more categories of household re- 
lationship than in previous censuses, notably brother or sister of the 
head. Moreover, the institutional population will be coded according to 
size of institution as well as type of institution. 


The item on language spoken in the person's home before he 
came to the United States will be asked in 1960 of all foreign-born per- 
sons. This question was not included in the 1950 Census, but a similar 
question (language spoken in earliest childhood) was asked of all native 
persons in the 1940 Census. The question is being limited in 1960 to 
the foreign-born population, partly because of the small proportion of 
native persons who reported a parental language (mother tongue) other 
than English in 1940 and partly as a means to effect savings. 


Citizenship will not be included in the 1960 Census because of 
the lack of evidence of extensive use of the item from the 1950 Census 
for research purposes. 


The question on ''year moved into this house" is being asked in 
1960 for use inthe Housing Census as well as in the Population Census. 
The migration tabulations for 1960, other than those on state of birth, 
will be based on questions relating to residence five years before the 
census date; in 1950 they related to residence one year before the cen- 
sus. The longer period providesa larger number of persons to be ana- 
lyzed as movers and is less subject to the effects on the mobility rate 
of a temporary change in economic conditions. The five-year period 
may provide slightly less accurate statistics, since the dataon charac- 
teristics of movers will be given somewhat longer, onthe average, after 
the date of the move. 


The questions on education and school attendance are virtually 
the same as those in the 1950 Census except for the addition of an item 
on attending a public or private school. A pretest of questions relating 
to adult education was’ conducted in the Current Population Survey for 
October 1957. Experienceinthis pretest ledtothe rejection of the item 
for the 1960 Census because some forms of adult education are still 
rather ill-defined. It would be difficult, if not impossible, to obtain re- 
liable and meaningful results on this subject ina large-scale census 
because it would require the asking of too many questions. 


Largely in response to the research needs of students of fertility, 
the question on years in current marital status, asked in 1950, was 
changed for the 1960 Census to quarter and yearoffirst marriage. Con- 
sideration was given to the inclusion of an additional question on date of 
current marriage for those who had remarried, but this item was omitted, 
partly because of the cost factor and partly to keep the number of ques- 
tionsonthe subject of marriage in balance with those on other subjects. 
For similar reasons, the Bureau rejecteda proposalto include a second 
question on the number of children ever born, toascertain how many of 
these children had been born in the five years prior to the census. 


The questions relating to employment status have been simpli- 
fied, principally by the exclusion ofa question on ''major activity" dur- 
ing the week before the census. It was felt that the relatively low labor- 
force participation rates obtained in the 1950 Census could be ascribed 
in part to the inclusion of a question on major activity; evidently, enu- 
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merators misused this question in 1950 as a convenient device to re- 
cord marginal labor-force participants as not employed or looking for 
work, and thereby justified the omission of questions on occupation and 
industry. By omitting the question on major activity, however, the Bu- 
reau will be unable to show a classification of persons not in the labor 
force according to whether they are keeping house, in school, unable to 
work, etc. It is possible, however, to infer from data on marital status, 
family composition, and school attendance which persons are not work- 
ing because they are keeping house or are in school. 


A question on duration of unemployment for unemployed persons 
was included in the 1950 Census, but the results were of poor quality 
because the item related to so few persons that it was overlooked in 
nearly half of the cases to which it applied. Accordingly, this item has 
been excluded from the 1960 schedule. Likewise, decisions against iden- 
tifying migratory workers and dual-job holders were based on the rela- 
tive scarcity of migratory workers and the complexity of questions re- 
quired to provide adequate data on dual-job holding. 


Two new items in the 1960 Census concern place of work and 
means of transportation to work. These questions are the two survivals 
of a battery of questions proposed on the general subject of journey to 
work. Extensive pretesting led to the conclusion that questions on this 
subject must be kept simpleifthe data areto be obtained with a reason- 
able amount of precision. Place of work will be asked in terms of loca- 
tion in county and city and whether within the city limits. Figures on this 
subject will relate mainly to persons living in "standard metropolitan 
statistical areas'' (called "standard metropolitan areas" inthe 1950 Cen- 
sus). 


Considerable attention was given to the possibility of collecting 
separate data on farm wage work and farm income during the preced- 
ing year, but these items were rejected as being too specialized fora 
decennial census and too likely to be neglected in nonfarm areas. 


Notable amongthe items which were considered for the 1960 Cen- 
sus but were rejectedis the question, ''What is your religion?" Numer- 
ous suggestions were received early in the decade for the addition of 
this item to provide data for research purposes and, in a measure, to 
fill the gap resulting from the absence of a Census of Religious Bodies 
in 1946and 1956. Additional information regarding the controversy over 
including this item inthe census and factors leading to its rejection are 
presented by Dorothy Good in ''Questions on Religion in the United States 
Census" in the January 1959 issue of Population Index. 





Concurrent censuses. The Housing Censusin 1960 will be taken 
atthe same time and on the same enumeration forms as the Population 
Census. Since space is not available for a detailed treatment of the 
housing items, suffice it to say that they include a number of new sub- 
jects which will reveal the quality of housing and the level of living of 
the population. Some of these items will be used, according to present 
plans, in conjunction with selected population items to develop an index 
of socio-economic status of family members. This index is then to be 
tabulated in cross-classification with other population items. 





The Census of Agriculture was taken at the same date as the 
Population and Housing Censuses in 1950 but will be taken this time in 
the fall of 1959. 























Enumeration and Tabulation 


Major innovations are being introduced in the collection and proc- 
essing operations of the 1960 Census. Some of these innovations have 
emerged from experimentation with more efficient methods of canvass- 
ing, some from improvements in electronic equipment, and some from 
research into the components of sampling variability in censuses. The 
changes include: self-enumeration with a two-stage canvass (for most 
of the population) in place of the traditional direct enumeration with a 
one-stage canvass; microfilming and FOSDIC in place of manual card 
punching; the tabulation of data from magnetic tapes instead of punch 
cards; and the preparation of final results for publication by automatic 
equipment instead of manual typing. 


The collection of census data in 1960 will involve several steps 
which center around obtaining the basic (100 per cent) items of infor- 
mation on population and housing in the "first stage'’ and the sample 
information on these subjects in the ''second stage.'' Before April 1, 
1960, the post office will distribute an''Advance Census Report'' to each 
household, witha request that the members enter the basic items of 
information before the visitation by enumerators, beginning April 1. 
When the enumerator arrives at a household, he will enter the name of 
the head of the household and other identifying items on an address list, 
transcribe to a FOSDIC document all of the basic items for all house- 
hold members from the Advance Census Report (or, if necessary, from 
direct questions), determine whether the household is in the sample, 
and, if so, leave the proper number of sample schedules to be filled by 
the household members and mailed to the local census office within 
three days. These steps complete the first stage of the enumeration. 


The second stage begins whenthe household respondents mail to 
the local office the completed sample questionnaires for all members 
of their households. The enumerator will transcribe to sample FOSDIC 
schedules allofthe information from the questionnaires for households 
assigned to him. If items have not been properly marked by the re- 
spondents or if a household fails to mail in the sample questionnaire, 
the enumerator will follow up by telephone or bya direct visit to the 
household to obtain the missing information. 


During both firstand second stages the enumerators willbe sub- 
ject to detailed reviewof their work by field reviewers or crew leaders. 
This step is undoubtedly one of the most valuable innovations that have 
been introduced inthe field procedures. It providesa means for clarify- 
ing questions which arise in the first few days of enumeration and for 
detecting at an early stage which enumerators are in need of further 
training or are totally incompetent. Especially important is the final 
review of the enumerator's workby the field reviewer before the sched- 
ules are accepted as finished. 


The two-stage procedure was adopted for areas where the pop- 
ulation density is high, including rural areas where conditions permit, 
but in the remaining areas the enumerators will collect both the basic 
and sample information in one visit, using the same FOSDIC schedules 
as those used in the two-stage procedure. Approximately 18 per cent 
of the population and 65 per cent of the area of the United States will be 
covered by the one-stage procedure. 


By dividing the enumeration into two stages the work of each 
stage is simplified. The enumeratorscan be trained for the first stage 
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largely on methods of canvassing, techniques for securing complete 
coverage, designation of the sample, and general enumeration proce- 
dures, whereas thetraining for the second stage can be focussed on the 
more difficult concepts involved in the sample questions. Since only 
about one-thirdas many enumerators are required for the second stage 
as for the first, those who have performed most ably during the first 
stage can be selected for the second. As pointed out above, using self- 
enumeration providés an opportunity to the housewife to consult her hus- 
band or records, where necessary, before supplying the required infor- 
mation. Moreover, intricate investigations of the components of sam- 
pling variability in censuses have revealed substantial reductions in the 
variability where data are collected by self-enumeration; where enu- 
merators are used there tends to be a clustered effect, attributable 
largely tocertain consistent practices onthe part of some enumerators. 
(See A. Ross Eckler and William N. Hurwitz, ''Response Variance and 
Biases in Censuses and Surveys," Estadistica, Volume XV, No. 57, De- 
cember 1957, pp. 745-770.) 


The completed FOSDIC schedules returned by the enumerators 
to the local office will pass through a "field edit,'' to guard against the 
acceptance of faulty enumeration. The schedules will then be shipped 
to the processing center at Jeffersonville, Indiana, and the basic FOSDIC 
schedules will be photographed on microfilm, which will be sent to one 
of the three centers (Washington, Chicago, or Chapel Hill) where tabu- 
lations will be made. For the sample FOSDIC schedules, an addition- 
al manual operation is required at Jeffersonville before microfilming, 
mainly to code family relationship, state or country of birth, residence 
in 1955, place of work, occupation, industry, and class of worker. 


The microfilm will be put through the FOSDIC machine to trans- 
fer the census information to UNIVAC tape. Unlike punch cards, which 
contain information for only one person, the tape contains data for sev- 
eral thousand persons. From this point on, the tabulations will be per- 
formed by the UNIVAC computer. 


The first step in tabulating data from either the basic tape or 
the sample tape will be to edit the census returns to eliminate incon- 
sistencies and nonresponses on selected items by a mechanical "allo- 
cation'' procedure. For all of the items on the basic schedule, andfor 
selected sample items, nonresponses and inconsistencies will thus be 
eliminated. For example, there will be no line in the 1960 reports, ac- 
cording to present plans, for "not reported" in education, income, and 
number of children ever born, but there will still be such a line for data 
on occupation and industry. Figures will be published showing the ex- 
tent to which these nonresponses and inconsistencies were allocated to 
"known" categories. Tothe extent possible, allocations will be made on 
the basis of known characteristics ofthe person or of other members of 
his family; if these sources do not suffice, the allocations will be made 
onthe basis of the characteristics of similar persons in the same gen- 
eral locality. 


There will probably be only one pass of the tape for the tabulation 
of the basic data, but there will be several passes of the sample tapes. 
For some of the cross-classifications required only forthe United States 
or for regions, it is possible that a subsample of the edited sample tape 
will be used. Probably tabulations of personal, family, and housing 
characteristics will all be made from the sample tape, thus permitting 
a maximum of cross-classification. 














Publication Program 


Planning for the publication of the final reports of the 1960 Cen- 
sus is in progress. Already the broad outline of the program has been 
established and detailed specifications for the earlier reports have been 
completed. There are to be five series of final publications containing 
population statistics, designated Series P-A to Series P-E, and an ad- 
ditional series containing data on both population and housing by census 
tracts. These reports, with the possible exception of Series P-A, will 
be prepared for photo-offset printing directly by the electronic high- 
speed printer, which can type six lines of 120 characters per second. 
The size of the print will be a little larger than that in 1950, and, con- 
sequently, there will be fewer columns of data per page. Nonetheless, 
present plans call for the publication of a larger number of population 
figures for 1960 than for 1950. Perhaps the greatest expansion will be 
in the amount of detail shown for areas below the state level. 


Series P-A will bea series of state reports on the number of 
inhabitants for the varioustypes of geographic areas recognized by the 
Bureau of the Census. Series P-B will be a series of state reports on 
general demographic characteristics, containing simple distributions of 
basic population items(suchas data, by sex and color, on age, household 
relationship, andmarital status). A special feature ofthis series will be 
a table showing the population in households only, for urban places and 
counties with 1,000o0r more persons not living in households (i.e., mem- 
bers ofthe Armed Forces in barracks, students in college dormitories, 
inmates of institutions, etc.). This table will make comparable the sta- 
tistics for areas with and without large numbers of such persons. 


Series P-C will be a series of state reports on general social 
and economic characteristics, containing simple distributions of sample 
data on population. This series, together with Series P-B, will corre- 
spond to the 1950 reports entitled ''General Characteristics," but will 
contain several new items. Data in these two series will be shown for 
cities of 10,000 or more, standard metropolitan statistical areas, ur- 
banized areas, counties, and states, andalso, though with less detail and 
fewer items, forurban places of 2,500 to 10,000, places of 1,000 to 2,500, 
rural parts of counties, and minor civil divisions. 


Series P-D will beaseries of state: reports on detailed charac- 
teristics showing cross-classifications of items in approximately the 
same detailas inthe reports on 'Detailed Characteristics" for 1950 and 
for similar typesofareas — states byurban and rural residence, stand- 
ard metropolitan statistical areas, and large cities. 


Series P-E will comprisea series of special population reports 
showing characteristics for the United States and regions, with the max- 
imum feasible amount of cross-classification. These reports will be 
organized by subject, as in 1950, and will probably contain data on em- 
ployment status, occupation, income, families, marriage, fertility, ed- 
ucation, size of place, migration, place of work,and ethnic groups. This 
series is expected to contain reports on families and fertility of the type 
which were planned, but not completed, for 1950. It will probably also 
include a summary and analytical report, with chapters dealing with the 
several subjects covered by the census. 


The series of reports containing population and housing data on 
census tracts will include statistics for nearly all cities of 100,000 or 
more and for numerous smaller cities and their surrounding thickly 
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populated territory. The number of census tracts (23,000) will be ap- 
proximately twice as large as the number in 1950. 


The state reports will contain data for Alaska and Hawaii ona 
basis comparable withthe other states. Special tabulations will be made 
and published, however, of certain details on race for these two new 
states, as in the previous censuses. For the Trust Territory of the 
Pacific a census was taken in 1958 by the High Commissioner's office; 
and the Census Bureau has coded and tabulated the results. 


For the purpose of advance planning, the reports in Series P-A 
have been scheduled for publication between November 1960 and May 
1961. The first report in Series P-B is to be published about January 
1961, the first in Series P-C about April 1961, and the first in Series 
P-D about August 1961. Series P-E is to be published during 1962. 


Additional studies to be made in connection with the 1960 Census, 
but for whichno publication plans have been developed, include a series 
of evaluations of the 1960 Census. The evaluation program is expected 
to include the measurement of the nonsampling variances of census sta- 
tistics, the measurement of biases bothin coverage and in the reporting 
of characteristics, and studies of alternative methods and procedures. 


Work has been started, in cooperation with the Social Science Re- 
search Council, on planning a series of monographs to contain analyses 
of 1960 Census data. The American Public Health Association also has 
a committee planning a series of monographs, which are to make max- 
imum use of data from the 1960 Census. 


The 1960 Census of Population will eventually be judged in terms 
of the accuracy, completeness, and usefulness of the published results. 
To maximize the prospects for achieving the desired objectives, several 
advisory groups have been established. These have been convened pe- 
riodically during the last three years to review the decennial census 
plans and tomake recommendations regarding them. Among the groups 
have been the Council of Population and Housing Census Users, repre- 
senting about seventy of the major national organizations which make 
wide use of population and housing statistics; the Federal Agency Pop- 
ulation and Housing Council, which includes representatives of about 
twenty-five statistical agencies in Washington; and the Technical Ad- 
visory Committee for the 1960 Population Census, which comprises ap- 
proximately twenty recognized experts on demographic, social, and eco- 
nomic statistics. 


Furthermore, in 1956 the Population Association of America es- 
tablished a Committee onthe 1960 Census which has rendered valuable 
assistance, through its work groups, onthe assessment of items for in- 
clusion in the Census and on the tabulation program. The work groups 
offered suggestions on the accuracy and reliability of basic demographic 
data, census areas and residential categories, migration, fertility, nup- 
tiality, families, religion, race-nativity and color, journey to work, and 
measurement of socio-economic status. (See Otis Dudley Duncan's arti- 
cle, ''Report of the Committee on the 1960 Census, Population Association 
of America," in the October 1957 issue of Population Index.) In 1959, 
the work groups prepared recommendations on the tabulation program. 





The decennial census in this country has become a mammoth 
undertaking, involving the cooperative efforts of field personnel, cen- 
tral staff members, advisory groups, executive administrators, Con- 
gressional legislators, and —last but not least — patient respondents. 














In this undertaking, all of these groups share credit for the final prod- 
uct, namely, several scores of thousands of pages of published statis- 
tics on the characteristics of the population of the United States.
